by the National Child Labor Com- 
mittee. A new child labor bill 
drafted by the Kentucky Child 
Labor Association will be intro- 
duced in the present legislature 
and Mr. Hatson Qumn, presi- 
dent of the Kentucky Child La 
bor Association, "has asked the 
assistance of the National Child 
fc Labor Committee in the cam- 
paign for- its adoption. 

An important feature of the. 
bill is the provision limiting the 
hours of work for all under 16 to 
8 a day. Owen R. Luvejoy, gen- 
eral secretary of the National 
Child Labor Committee believes 
the experience of Ohio, Missou 
ri, Illinois, and the fifteen other 
atatea which have already adopt- 
ed the 8 hour day, provea that 
•uch a limit M not only benefi- 
cial to the children employed, 
but positively advantageous to 
the industries involved. He says 
employera in states with the 8 
hour law have emphatically stat- 
ed that, although they opposed 
the provision when it was intro- 
duced, they are now heartily in 
favor of auch a restriction.
